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Three suspects arrested for campus thefts 


It is believed that they 
are responsible for the 
loss of over $100,000 
of campus equipment

Sacramento State police officers ar- 
rested three males Thursday and Friday 
who are believed to be linked to stolen 
campus property totaling over 
$100,000. 


The first suspect was arrested Thurs- 
day night in a home on Stansberry Way 
off La Riviera Drive, according to John 
Hamrick, public information officer 
for Campus Police. 

“Thursday] morning we received 
information from a confidential infor- 
mant about stolen CSUS property,” 
Hamrick said. 

Based on that information, officers 
then wrote and obtained a search war- 
rant, which was served Thursday night. 


“Inside the residence we found —

Children’s Center 
seeks self-sufficient 
alternative models

Facing a cut in the evening pro- 
gram at the Children’s Center, the Par- 
ent Advisory Council is now seeking 
self-sufficient models in an effort to 
maintain evening childcare. 

The Children’s Center recently- 
submitted a budget proposal for. the 
Fall 2001 and Spring 2002 semesters 
to ASI that does not include an evening 
program. Under the proposed budget, 
the Children’s Center would close at 6 
p.m., Monday through Friday, instead 
of its current closing time of 8:30 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday. 

The Children’s Center budget, 
which is under review by ASI, will ac- 
tually be increasing by an undeter- 
mined amount, but rising operation 
costs have led to the shut down of the 
evening program, said Teri Mahan, di- 
rector of the Children’s Center, at a 
PAC meeting. The PAC is currently 
seeking a self-sufficient model. 

“We are working on it,” said Chris 
“Miller, a member of the PAC. 

The PAC has come up with a set of 
criteria for a self-sufficient program, 


and a series of models have been sug- 
gested, Miller said. Any model that is 
proposed by the PAC must meet the 
criteria, according to Miéiller. 

These,criteria include the creation of 
a program that is financially self-suf- 
ficient from the Children’s Center bud- 
get, that meets childcare licensing and 
insurance standards and is equal to the 
care that is offered in the day program, 
according to an evening care informa- 
tion flyer from the PAC. 

Potential models that have been 
discussed by the PAC include increas- 
ing the cost of the evening program to 
cover the cost of keeping it staffed, 
Miller said. The PAC could still ask 
ASI for additional funding to cover 
smaller expenses, including utilities 
and insurance costs, Miller said. 

The PAC has been working on a 
solution since the beginning of the Fall 
2000 semester when it found out that 
the evening program was to be cut, 
Miller said. 

‘“‘We have been working on it all 
year,’ she said. 

Last Fall, the Children’s Center

Sac State teaching 
student arrested 
and shot by police

A Sacramento State Campus Po- 


lice officer was involved in the shoot- 
ing of a Sac State instructor March 10. 

The incident occurred at 7-Eleven 
on La Riviera Drive near Sac State 
when Steven Yount, 38, was arrested 
for suspicion of driving under the in- 
fluence. 

According to an article in The 
Sacramento Bee, Yount was acciden- 
tally shot once in the buttocks while of- 
ficers were attempting to calm him 
down after he had been arrested. 

Yount was shot by a Sacramento 
City police officer, not a Sac State of- 
ficer, said John Hamrick, public infor- 
mation officer for Campus Police. 

“Our officer was not the one whose 
weapon discharged,” Hamrick said. 

Yount was transported to the hos- 
pital, where he was reported to be in 
good condition. 

Yount graduated from Sac State in 


1995 with a bachelor’s degree in 
Physics and then received his master’s 
degree in Physics from the University 
of California, Santa Barbara in 1995, 
according to Frank Whitlatch of Uni- 
versity Affairs. 

“He is currently a full-time student 
in the teacher credential program,” 
Whitlatch said. “This is his first se- 
mester teaching a two-unit Physics 
lab.” 

However, the incident will have an 
effect on the Department. 

“Because of his injury, he will not 
return this semester,” said Rachel 
Brault, secretary in the Physics De- 
partment. 

The Sacramento City Police De- 
partment,has taken the lead investiga- 
tion in the case, but Sac State is also 
conducting its own internal investiga- 
tion, he said.

fairs officials declined to comment on 
the status of the officer involved in the 
shooting. 
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ty that had been stolen,’ Hamrick said. 

Items recovered included a Proxima 
projector, valued at approximately 
$4,500, and an IBM computer, in- 
cluding the monitor and other compo- 
nents, Hamrick said. 

The back of the monitor had 
“Solano Hall” on it, and officers 
matched an ID number on the com- 
puter to that of one stolen from the uni- 
versity. 

At the residence, officers arrested 
David Anthony Cookman, 50, for mul- 
tiple counts of burglary, receiving stolen 


property and conspiracy. 

“Based on information we received, 
we were able to develop a second sus- 
pect,” Hamrick said. “Officers retumed 
to the station on campus and made a 
second arrest early Friday morning.” 

The second suspect, Jerome “Jerry” 
Whittaker III, 41, was on his job as a 
Sac State custodian when officers con- 
tacted him. 

Whittaker gave a statement and was 
arrested for multiple counts of bur- 
glary, conspiracy and possession of 
methamphetamines, according to Ham-

Friday afternoon, officers arrested a 
third suspect, Kevin Simpson, 45, for 
two counts of receiving stolen proper- 
ty and one count of conpiracy. 

Simpson is employed by the uni- 
versity as an electrician. 

The three suspects were arraigned in 
court Monday, and it is unknown if 
further arrests will be made, Hamrick 
said. 

“We feel that we’ve solved most of 
the burglaries [of office equipment] on 
campus over the past year,” he said. 


Numerous projectors and comput-. 
ers have been stolen from the university 
since September, and officers believe 
the burglaries are all linked. 

The amount of property stolen from 
Sac State totals over $100,000, al- 
though officers only found a small 
amount of equipment during their 
search, according to Hamrick. 

‘A lot of the property was gone be- 
fore we arrived,’ Hamrick said. ““We’re 
sure that a lot of the property was tossed 
in dumpsters.”

Two brothers, charged with nu- 
merous counts of resisting arrest and 
battery on police officers at the Cause- 
way Classic football game in 1999, 
were acquitted of all charges March 
14. , 

Gustavo and Miguel Chavez were 
arrested after a fight broke out at the 
Sept. 18, 1999 game held at Hornet 
Stadium. In the Superior Court trial, 
two campus police officers testified 
against the brothers, but the jury ac-

quitted both men of all charges. 

According to The Sacramento Bee, 
the forewoman of the jury said, “I per- 
sonally believe that the officers used ex- 
cessive force. They were dirty.” 

This marks the end of the case 
which has dragged on for over a year. 

The arrests were reported in The 
State Hornet in 1999. During the court 
case, the attomey for the Chavez broth- 
ers subpoenaed the newspaper’s un- 
published photographs and notes. 

Defense attorneys had maintained 
that the unpublished notes and footage 
of the Hornet and local NBC affiliate,

KCRA 3 were essential to the defense 
of their clients. 

KCRA and the Hornet attempted 
to invoke the California Shield Law 
and declined to turn over the unpub- 


‘lished materials. 


Eventually, after exhausting nu- 
merous appeals, the Hornet and KCRA 
allowed the unpublished notes and 
footage to be seen by a Sacramento 
County Superior Court judge in an in- 
camera review, with the understand- 
ing that they were not surrendering the 
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college children.” 

“Tt is a pathetic shame, you guys,” said 
Frank Warner, a demonstrator who is in the 
roofing profession, to a crowd of several 
dozen.

Two juveniles were arrested and 
booked into Juvenile Hall March 12 
in connection with 24 auto burglaries in 
the Sacramento State Residence Hall 
parking lot between Jan. 28 and March 
Ph 

The males, 16 and 17 years old, 
were charged with two counts of re- 
ceiving stolen property. One subject 
was also charged with possession of a 
controlled substance, according to John 
Hamrick, public information officer 
for Campus Police. Police officials 
withheld the names of the suspects be- 
cause of their ages. 

“An officer was on patrol in the 


dorm parking lot when he saw a blue- 
green vehicle driving the wrong way 
through the parking lot,” according to 
the police report. 

The officer then detained the dri- 
ver and passenger of the vehicle while 
waiting for additional officers from the 
Sacramento City Police Department 
to arrive. 

“The passenger window was bro- 
ken, and I saw a hula doll lying on the 
back seat, matching one described in a 
previous police report,’ the arresting of- 
ficer stated in the police report. 

The owner of the doll, a dorm res- 
ident, was contacted and identified the 
doll as a missing item from a previ- 
ous auto burglary. 

Officers searched the subjects and 


found half an ounce of a “white pow- 
dery” substance in the possession of 
one of the juveniles. 

“The substance] tested positive for 
methamphetamine,” Hamrick said. 

Additional items found during a 
search of the vehicle included burglary 
tools, flashlights, a red Eddie Bauer 
gym bag containing a VHS tape, a CD 
case, a Kodak camera and auto stereo 
speakers. 


According to Hamrick, Campus 


Police is currently contacting the own- 
ers of the items in an attempt to return 
the property once it has been docu- 
mented. 

The items were taken during three 
different episodes of auto burglary over 
the past six weeks, as documented in a 


ASI sets guidelines for dispersing 
funds for travel expenditures

Associated Students, Inc., board 
members approved a measure put forth 
by Paul Ueckert, ASI executive direc- 


_tor of Finance, to establish guidelines 


for a championship fund at its March 
14 board meeting. 

“Tt is $10,000 a year set aside for 
travel expenses for national competi- 
tions,” Ueckert said. ‘““The need is out 
there.” 

In his proposal, Ueckert stated that 
each recognized organization should 
receive no more than $1,000 per fiscal 
year. 

“Tn the past few years a group was 
given $2,000,” Ueckert said. “‘These 
new guidelines allow for greater dis- 
bursement of the funds.” 

The guidelines also point out that a 
club or organization can be funded for 
no more than two years. 

“This is supposed to be for the cas- 
es where clubs are not aware they will 
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be making the competition,’ Ueckert 


said. “If they are aware, they should be 
able to budget for it.” : 

The guidelines also state that only 
direct travel expenditures will be fund- 
ed. 

This funding includes airline tickets, 
vehicle rental and gas. The executive 
director and the vice president of fi- 
nance of ASI will decide the level of 
funding for each request based on the 
scheduling of the national competi- 
tion. 

This championship fund will be 
drawn from the Dollars for Organiza- 
tions and Clubs/ Student Education 
and Leadership grants pool. 

These two organizations consider 
grant requests and make funding deci- 
sions for ASI. 

Carol Ackerson, ASI executive di- 
rector, explained who is eligible for 
the championship funds. 

“Tt does not need to be for a sports 
club or competition,” Ackerson said. 
“There are a lot of people who are el- 
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Arnulfo nora 


igible for this funding.” 

Rita Tyk, ASI board associate, 
talked about who has applied in the 
past. 

“Most clubs that apply are sports 
clubs,” Tyk said. “Although, these 
funds are not limited to sports clubs.” 

Tyk also explained the importance 
of the championship fund. 

“The funds are for clubs or organi- 
zations that qualify for national com- 
petitions,” Tyk said. “It helps to get 
the school’s name out there.” 

Along with this approved measure, 
ASI approved the appointment of Al- 
lison Carrao as director of Arts and 
Letters. 

The board also approved the ap- 


pointments of Veronica Lerma and © 


Hur-Khan Allen to the DOC/SEL 
committee and Angela Gomez as vice 
chair of DOC/SEL. 

The next ASI board meeting is 
scheduled for March 28 in the Foothill 
Suite of the University Union at 3 p.m. 
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daily log kept by Campus Police. The 
first incident occurred in late January, 
when six vehicles were vandalized. 
On Thursday, March 1, 10 more vehi- 
cles were broken into. The latest 
episode happened over the weekend 


-of March 10 and 11, when an addi- 


tional eight vehicles were burglarized. 

Officers found evidence linking the 
two juveniles to all 24 burglaries, Ham- 
rick said. 

The vehicle the suspects were dri- 
ving at the time of the arrest was towed, 
but officials later determined that the car 
was borrowed from an unknown 
source, according to Hamrick. 

The suspects, both of Sacramento, 
did not have previous records, and the 
case is currently under investigation.

rights to the material. 

After reviewing the materials, a 
Sacramento County Superior Court 
judge eventually ruled that the mater- 
ial was purely cumulative and did not 
show anything that the defense attor- 
neys could not have gained from in- 
terviewing witnesses at the game. 

Eric Guerra, Asssociated Students, 
Inc., director of Engineering and Com- 
puter Science, was charged for inci- 
dents relating to the case and was ac- 
quitted a week earlier. 

As of Monday, no civil lawsuits 
had been filed in conjunction with the 
case, according to Donna Selnick, 
General Counsel for Sacramento State. 

“We’re always prepared to be 
sued,”’ Selnick said.

faced the prospect of closing down for 
the spring semester, but found money 
in a last minute deal that allowed the 
Center to use extra federal grant mon- 
ey toward its evening program. The 
grant was originally mandated to un- 
derwrite Children’s Center costs for 
Pell grant eligible students, but some 
money was left over after those re- 
quirements were fulfilled, said Carol 
Ackerson, executive director of ASI. 


“That gave the Parental Advisory 
Council the opportunity to really have 
a whole year to look for an alterna- 
tive,” Ackerson said. 

Along with offering schedule flex- 
ibility to students, the evening program 
also offers convenient hours for the 
staff members who work past 6 p.m., 
according to Alison Wilford, coordi- 
nator for the Children’s Center. 

“T was really grateful to have 
evening hours when I began working 


here,” Wilford said. 

There are some Children’s Center 
staff that need to work at night, she 
said. Wilford acknowledges both sides 
of the evening program, but said it is a 
necessary program for several fami- 
lies. 

“Everyone who works at this part 
time, works per semester,” said Teri 
Mahan, director of the Children’s Cen- 
ter. 

The Children’s Center will have 


fewer staff next semester, although Ma- 
han did not know how many at the 
time of interview. 

“I don’t know exactly the numbers,” 
Mahan said. , 

The budget is based on hours and 
money will be saved by having the 
Center open for a shorter time, Acker- 
son said. 

Mahan, who devised the budget 
and submitted it to ASI and is in her 
first semester as director of the Center, 


would not comment on how the deci- 
sion came about to exclude the evening 
program. | 

According to Ackerson, ASI was 
involved in the process of coming up 
with a budget proposal. 

‘Program directors are actively in- 
volved with me in preparation of the 
budget,” Ackerson said. 

According to Ackerson, programs 
are given guidelines for their budget 
proposals, including an approximate 


amount of fee allocation that the Cen- 
ter can use. 

If Mahan had submitted a budget, 
within resources, that included an 
evening program it could have had a 
chance for recommendation, Acker- 
son said. 

According to Ackerson, cutting the 
evening program made sense after 
weighing its cost versus the number 
of people who use it.

other than Christianity will lead to pun- 
ishment from a higher power. 

“They need to hear about the wrath, 
too,” Warner said. 

Warner also stated his opinion of 
women’s rights. 

“They should definitely have the 
right to cook and clean,”’ Warmer said to 
the crowd. 

The group also voiced opinions 
against other Christian religions, in- 
cluding Roman Catholicism. 

“You would have to be kind of 
dumb [to become a Catholic],” said 
Jeremiah Baldwin, a demonstrator. “Tt 
is more like half witchcraft.” 

Jeremiah Baldwin, a “street preach- 
er’ and former police officer, has been 


holding demonstrations for more than 


37 years. 
“I do this full time,” Baldwin said. 
He has held demonstrations outside 
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of the Super Bowl and at Mardi Gras in 
New Orleans, but usually demonstrates 
on college campuses. 

“[Students] respond a little bit bet- 
ter, their brains are still alive,” Baldwin 
said. gl er ae 
He said that the response to the 
demonstrations, which often include 
yelling by the demonstrators, have been 
confrontational. 

“It is usually bad, sometimes 
worse,’’ he said. 

Many of the Sac State students in 
the crowd objected to the demonstra- 
tors’ message. 

“T think they are absolutely bigots,” 
said Carolyn Clay, a senior at Sac State. 

Clay acknowledged their right to 
free speech, but objected to their beliefs, 
including their anti-feminist, and anti- 
abortion message. 

Their approach is antithetical to the 
Christian message, according to Chris 
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Missick, a junior and former vice pres- 
ident of university affairs for Associated 
Students, Inc.

“Tam a Christian and I don’t think 
they represent Christians,” Missick 
said. 

Their approach will turn people off 
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to Christianity, he said. 

“If they truly are Christians they 
should model the life of Christ,’’ Mis- 
sick said. 

Other students echoed this senti- 
ment. 

“They seemed to have missed the 
point of the New Testament,” said Jack- 
ie Lopez, a freshman. 

Some students saw merit in some of 
what the demonstrators were saying. 

“They knew there was going to be 
opposition,” said Tedayrl Chapman, a 
junior. 

He said that there is some truth to 
the demonstrators’ message. 

“Christ said all those who are not 
with him are against him,” Chapman 
said. 

Chapman did not voice any agree- 
ment with the demonstrators’ views 
on women, non-Christians and gays 
and said that a less forceful demon-

Impson, who has been coming on 
campus for several years said that dis- 
cussing religion at a university should 
be an intellectual process that respects 
all viewpoints.

Campus police officers were on the 
scene after receiving calls from some 
concerned students over the heated at- 
mosphere of the demonstration. 

“We are just here to maintain the 
peace,” said Officer W.B. Gnagy. 

The demonstrators were not break- 
ing any campus rules, according to

Lou Camera, assistant to the vice pres- 
ident for Student Affairs. 

“They are not at this point disrupt- 
ing the educational process on cam- 
pus,’ Camera said during the protest. 

However, Camera did ask the 
demonstrators to stop yelling at passers 
by. 

To passers by and to a charged 
crowd, Baldwin made his message 
clear.

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While in the course of obtaining the full spectrum of freedoms be- 
stowed upon this nation, many occasions have risen in which legislative mis- 
interpretation has interrupted the social progression of freedom.

Many of them believed that if you were not a God-fearing Christian then 
you were not even an American. 

Somehow, the meaning of Thomas Jefferson’s mere statements and 
loose translations of the first and fourteenth amendments have led our 
country to a war against religion. Take Sac State for example. There is no 
such place (and if there is it’s incredibly hard to find) in which the Consti- 
tution, the Declaration of Independence, or any other historical document 
pertaining to the birth of our nation, stands openly posted. Surely, there should 
be some well-attributed reason why this campus does not post such important 
documentation. After all, this State University should post the literature which 
has thus led to the liberties we now enjoy in America. 

The University would never admit to it, but it is my firm conviction that 
the reason these important documents are not on public display is because 
they suggest a belief in God, and the University would rather circumvent 
an atheistic rebellion in leu of posting the legal literature which has set us 
free.

NFL or no 
NFL, Ricky 
Ray Is Set to 
be the man 


How many Sac State athletes have 
gone on to the pros, signed a guaran- 
teed multi-million dollar contract, then 
lived in the lap of luxury because they 
are good at sports? The answer can be 
counted on one, emr. ..no hands. There 
aren’t any. 

That’s why it’s such a breath of 
fresh air to see a guy like Ricky Ray, 
Sac State’s quarterback, be honored 
by the National Football Foundation 
and College Football Hall of Fame, 
Inc., as a scholar athlete. 

Ray, who has a 3.8 GPA, will grad- 
uate this May with a business degree. 
A back-up plan, what a concept. 

Especially when you see guys like 
Kings guard Jason Williams who say 
things like, “TI wish I’d spent more time 
on my jump shot, and less time learn- 
ing to read and write.”’ Guys like that 
are doomed without the sport. 

_ Then there’s Ray, who has a shot at 
playing in the NFL. He will be having 
personal tryouts with several teams, 
including the Raiders and Bengals. If 
he’s drafted, or signed as a rookie free- 
agent, he will be in a camp and com- 
pete for a spot on the roster. 

Congratulations, but it’s a good 
thing he’s got other fields of interest to 
look into, because he’s not a top 
prospect and his game isn’t going to 
make him a million-dollar player, at 
least not until he proves himself. 

Ray has a lot of good points that 
will impress the scouts and coaches 
in the coming weeks. He’s smart, a 
good playmaker, and he will do what- 
ever is necessary to help his team win. 
He gets the job done. He’s gritty, and 
this last season, he proved that he could 
play through nagging injuries. Those 
are things that will make him a com- 
modity. 

The things that may hinder his abil- 
ity to get into the league are: Size and 
arm strength. He has a good arm, and 
he’s 6 feet 3 inches tall, so for the NFL 


size isn’t an issue. The average NFL | 


quarterback is about 6 feet 4 inches 
tall. But his arm strength may be a 
question. While he gets the ball into the 
hands of his receivers, he’s not going 
to impress anybody on the sheer 
strength of his arm. He’s more in the 
class of Ty Detmer than he is John El- 
way, and while that’s not necessarily a 
bad thing, his arm alone won’t get him 
in the league. 

He also will! have to prove his mo- 
bility. He had some good instances of 
scrambling out of the pocket and elud- 
ing oncoming pass-rushers this last 
season, but when you look at the NFL, 
the definition of a quarterback is rapid- 
ly changing. Running is taking over the 


. position. Guys like Dante Culpepper, 


Steve McNair, and Donovan McN- 
abb are making the quarterback look 
more like a running back, and when 
you look at this season’s probable first 
pick, Michael Vick, the trend will con- 
tinue. 

Ray isn’t slow, and he’s not unable 
to get out of the pocket, but he won’t 
be so eager to get out, and he will want 
to pass on every play. At the helm of 
the Hornets, the “option” was any- 
thing butforRay. 

It will be interesting to see where 
Ray ends up. It will be interesting to 
see if he gets a shot at the NFL, or if he 
will take the option in other pro 
leagues. The good thing is, we know 
that he’s going to be all right and that 
football isn’t the end of the road for 
him.

utrunning the boys in second grade 
just wasn’t enough for Shanita Bryant. 
Even at such a young age, she want- 
ed more than just bragging rights. 
___ “That’s when I found out that [really wanted 
to go to the Olympics,” she said. 

The Concord native has since taken several 
steps toward reaching that goal. But it has been on 
the long jump runway where she has excelled, not 
the track. | 

Bryant, now a freshman on Sac State’s up- 
and-coming track and field program, claimed the 
Big Sky Conference Indoor Championships 
women’s long jump title earlier this season at 
Montana State University. 

At the conference competition, she leaped a 
personal best, indoor and outdoor, 20.5 feet on her 
last jump in the finals en route to the first-place fin- 
ish. Bryant’s jump tied the Worthington Arena 
record and topped Sac State’s previous indoor 
mark. Bryant also earned the NCAA provisional 
standard, placing her 27th in the nation. But the top 
12 collegiate jumpers advanced to the NCAA 
Championships. 

‘That surprised me,” Bryant said. “I used to just 
dream about touching 19 (feet) and I never 
dreamed about getting to 20. I at least didn’t think 
it would come this soon.” 

Hornet coach Joe Neff noted that the mark 
was a remarkable feat, considering her relative in- 
experience in the event and the fact that she broke 
the 20-foot barrier indoors. 

“We see a bright future with Shanita,” Neff 
said. ““There’s no question that Shanita has long- 
term goals, which include the NCAA Champi- 
onships, the USA National Championships and the 
U.S. Olympic Tnials. 

““We’ve had some good jumpers here, and 
she’s already the second best jumper we’ve ever

Carlos Morales led the Hornets to a 7-3 victo- 
ry over UOP on Sunday, as they took two out of 
three from their conference foe at Hornet Field in 
front of 306 people.

During his phenomenal fresh- 
man campaign, Cravey ranked third 
in the conference in scoring, aver- 
aging 18.5 points and 7.9 rebounds 
a game. On five separate occasions 
Cravey eclipsed the 30-point barrier 
and, just recently, set the school 
record for single game scoring 
when he netted 42 points, 

“He’s going to play the two, 
three and four,” Jenkins said. “I’m 
going to put him all over cause 
he’s a scorer.” 

There’s no question he can 
score, but what makes him special 
is his efficiency from the floor.

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BRYANT: She’s more than a jock

namely the jump events. 

“They knew that I was fast, but they 
didn’t have very many female athletes, 
so they tried to get me to do whatever 
I can do,” Bryant said. “I didn’t know 
how to do the long jump and I was 
like, ‘Long jump? All you do is run 
and jump — that’s boring.” 

But when a pulled hamstring hin- 
dered her from sprinting, she decided 
to take a shot on the long-jump pit dur- 
ing a league meet. She won. 

Later in the season, she out-jumped 
Brionne Dawson of Carondolet High, 
who was then a senior and was con- 
sidered the area’s best jumper. Dawson 
went on to Georgetown on an athletic 
scholarship. | 

It was then that Bryant found her 
niche. 

“IT beat (Dawson) and I figured that 
maybe I was good at this,” Bryant said. 
‘Plus, the workouts were a little bit 
easier, so that’s when I started to do 
the long jump.” 

Bryant, who also ran cross coun- 
try, played volleyball, and led the War- 
riors’ basketball team averaging about 
17 points per game, went on to win 
three North Coast Section champi- 
onships and was undefeated in the long 
jump in the Bay Valley Athletic League 
all four years. 

Her sophomore year, Bryant placed 
10th in the California Interscholastic 
Federation Track and Field Champi- 
onships and seventh the following year. 
Bryant sprung a 19-04, then a person- 
al best, on her final jump of her senior 
season at the state meet and even had 
the lead within her grasp. But seconds 
after Bryant’s jump, Michelle Sanford, 
of Woodbridge High, notched a 19-07 
to snatch the title away. 

After graduation, Bryant was hon- 


ored by the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company and the Alameda Newspaper 
Group at an Oakland A’s pre-game cer- 
emony this past July for her athletic 
accomplishments, and for maintaining 
a 3.83 grade point average in high 
school. 

“I try to do the track thing, but I 
also keep my grades up,” said Bryant, 
who entered Sac State undeclared but 
is currently leaning toward a health- 
science major. “I don’t want to be 
known as just a jock. I would like to get 
my degree.” 

Turning down scholarship offers 
from other interested universities, in- 
cluding Fresno State and several Pac- 
10 schools including Cal, Bryant felt 
that Neff and Sac State were the best fit 
for her. 

“T really wasn’t interested in any 
school for its track program,” she said. 
“Tt didn’t matter where I went. It was 
the coaching staff that I was interested 
in. I talked to a lot of recruiters, but 
Sac State, in my mind, was the most 
persistent and honest. They didn’t just 
talk about track. I liked that.” 

And Neff liked her.

“In addition to having one of the 
greatest facilities in the world for track 
and field, we have some great academic 
offerings, and Shanita was mature 
enough to see that,” Neff said. “She 
was an easy recruit.” 

What really enticed the Hornet 
coaching staff was Bryant’s room for 
growth. In high school, Bryant didn’t 
have a long jump coach during her 
tenure with Ygnacio Valley and learned 
tips on jump techniques via the Inter- 
net. 

“She has never really lifted weights 
before coming here, and she has nev- 
er really trained year-round like we 
do,” Hornet sprints and jumps coach 
Mike Gibson said. “‘She’s already had 
gains in technique and speed, but I 
think over the next three years, the 
thing that’s going to take her further is 
a gain in strength, size and power.” 

Bryant attributed the eight-inch im- 
provement in her jump to Gibson, Neff 
and the rest of the staff. 

With the outdoor season just un-

derway, Bryant said that she is cau- 
tiously looking to build from the con- 
fidence gained from the conference in- 
door meet. 

“Anything can happen,” Bryant 
said. “That could be the highlight of my 
life. | might not ever jump 20 again. 
Yeah, I’m the indoor champion, but 
I’m forgetting about that right now. 
That’s indoor, we’re talking about out- 
doors. I want to see what I can do out- 
doors.”
